REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest singularly or an obvious combination of a 
reciprocating foot pedal exerciser that enables automatically variable length strides, the 
exerciser having a pair of foot pedals, support means for guiding the foot pedals to 
move primarily in back and forth strokes from a constant forward step down position and 
a means for returning the foot pedals to the forward step down position at the end of 
each stride independently of stride length wherein the means for returning the foot 
pedals only provides a return force to the foot pedal during each said foot pedal's return 
stroke.
